THE PARTY OF THE PEOPLE. 

The newly-formed Party of the People is the 
subject of unceasing criticism in the Nationa- 
list Press. The reason of this outery appears 

to be due to professional jealousy as when “Al 
Guerida” represented no particular group in 
polities it counted for nothing. Now, however, 
that it is the recognised organ of the “Party” it 
has become suddenly a paper of some import- 
ance and will have to be reckoned with by its 
vernacular confréres, 
article on this subject remarks :— 

. We acknowledge that among the members 
of the “Party of the People” tliere are some 
who are animated with sincere sentiments and 
noble principles, and who have only attached 
themselves to this party because they are 
convinced that they will render great services 
thereby to.their country. There are others 
who have attained high posts and who are 
men of clear consciences and whose assistance 
has been asked for, as their credit always 
strengthens political parties. There are also 
among them some influential young men‘with 
a great future before them. But, and nobody 
will gainsay the fact,.among this swarm of 
persons some individuals haveintroduced them- 
selves who only want to flatter those who hold 
the reins of Government, for the main object 
of the foundation of “Al Querida”, was to 
oppose the Nationalist Press. Others have 
been gained over’ because they have been 
ashamed to refuse to join the party, while 
others have been recruited by the wiles of 
partisans. 


EGYPT AND INDIA. 


ONE DOMINION. 

German politicians ate still eagerly specu- 
lating on the ultimate reasons for the . conelu- 
sion of the Convention between England and 
Russia, ind they are evidently convinced that 
some tinderstanding has-been arrived at be- 
tween the two nations which does not appear 
in the text of the Conyention. Professor Hans 
Delbriick’s opinion, expressed i in the “Preuss- 
ische Jahrbacher,” is that “what the English 
have conceded is a mere bagatelle to what 
they have gained, which, in so far as agreements 
signify anything, is of supreme value tothem.” 
If, he continues, the Ameer of Afghanistan 
remains an English vassal, a rampart is raised 
for the protection of India which will be scaled 
with difficulty, and the dominion secured over 
Southern Persia is another ‘step towards’ the 
union of Egypt and India under one dominion. 
How could Russiaenter intosuch an Agree- 
ment ? he asks, and suggests a new -solution 
to the problem, namely, that Russia hopes 
thereby to induce the English Money Market 
to take up a new Russian Loan.

“Egypt,” says the Baron, “from an import’ 


point of view, offers: to the producers of all 
countries an incomparable market, the extent: 
of which our manufacturers still seem to 
be unaware of, if one judges by the little 
which they accomplish, To-day the principal 
imports to Egypt are iron, steel, fuel, cereals, 
and manufactured produots from the most 
common to the rarest, and these will always 
be on the: increase . for’ many reasons, the 
principal two of which are that local in- 
dustry developes slowly, while the‘ country 
greatly increases in wealth, thanks to the 
wise administration which was established 
twenty-five years ago.” 

In the course of his stady the Belgian 
Minister reviews successively the existing in- 
dustries of the country. He then deals with the 
causes of the increasing wealth of the country, 
the special climatic conditions, the continuous 
extensién of the cultivated area of land, the, 
favourable financial situation, the uninter- 
rupted increase of imports and exports, and 
he remarks that the considerable increase 
during the last few years in the number of 
banks and the business done by these credit 
establishments is another indication, no less 
important, of the activity and commercial 
prosperity, of the country. Speaking of the 
new companies Baro de Gaffier remarks that 
“the rapidly increasing wealth of the country 
and especially the formidable increase in 
the price of land have created alongside the 
banks a crowd of companies. Daring ‘the year 
1905 there were formed thirty new companies 


and ten fonnded companies increased their | Egypt 
capitals. In 1906, the progress was’ still more | 
rapid, and according to the documents which | 


I have ‘before me the number of newcom- 
panies éxceeded 47. At the end of 1906 
and at the commencement of the present year 
we witnessed a veritable debauchery of shares.” 

Turning to the question of land specula- 
tions, the Belgian Minister considers that the 
success of the newly created quarters is 
difficult to foretell and will depend especially 
upon the means of communication granted, 
rather than on their distance from town, and 
also on the public works and the manner in 
which they will be laid out. | 

Again—“During the period of speculation 
one did not; buy to build, but: to sell again. 
The great majority of buildings was previous 
to this movement. They do not answer to the 
needs of the moment and to the invested 
capitals. The increase in rents could not 
coinpensate the bad utilisation of the plots of 
land, and yet is not itof importance that by 
such means those who had building land 
greatly depreciated it, the proprietors of bare 
lands, and they are legion,’ finding themselves 
possessors of dead bodies ? The proprietors 
who have, or will have, the means to endow 
their lands with houses in accordance with the 
new conditions will have nothing to fear. 
Others who involved themselves in the move- 
ment in the. hope of re-selling are exposed to 
cruel disappointments.” Nevertheless “should 
they. be subjected to prosecations, forced sales, 
and even in some cases to ruin, that can in no 
way affect the economic situation of the 
country.” 

It is certainly most encouraging to read so 
hopeful a view from one so well qualified to 
express an opinion, for it is but another 
symptom that in high circles the present crisis 
is not considered as having affected: to any 
degree the roots of the real prosperity of the 
country, and it is, moreover, only by such 
declarations that’ one can really reassure 
European pablic opinion, especially from the 
commercial and financial point of view on the 
future lot of Egypt, which one is only too 
pleased in Europe to compare with that of the 
Argentine Republic. ~ 

The report also deals with- Belgian com- 
panies and contracts, with Egypt as a field of 
activity. The actual amount of Belgian capital 
operating in Egypt can be estimated at 
400,000 frances (roughly £st. 16,000), and this 
figurecan be taken as somewhat under esti- 
mated, After having examined the situation
